DECISION ON REQUEST FOR REHEARING 
Appellants have requested rehearing of the decision entered August 3, 
2009. That decision affirmed the Examiner's rejection of claims 23, 25, 27- 
30, and 32-40 and reversed the Examiner's rejection of claim 24 under 35 
U.S.C. § 103(a). 

Appellants' request for reconsideration has been granted.

DISCUSSION 

Appellants note that the previous decision affirmed the rejection of 
claims 30 and 32-34, but claims 30 and 32-34 depend from claim 24. The 
rejection of claim 24 was reversed in the decision (Req. Recons. 5). 

We agree with Appellants' reasoning and modify our decision so that 
the rejection of claims 23, 25, 27-29 and 35-40 is affirmed and the rejection 
of claims 24, 30 and 32-34 is reversed. 

We note that this does not affect the reasoning of the dissent, which 
maintains that the rejections of all the claims should be affirmed over the 
cited art. 

SUMMARY 

Appellants' request has been granted and the decision affirming-in- 
part the examiner's rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) is modified so that 
the rejection of claims 30 and 32-34, which depend from claim 24, is 
reversed. 
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
